But tho other prineiple, and the one to which
the reptiblioan party sdhoves, Is exactly the
posite of thoone I have just described.

Ies turiffs upon those forelgn producta whicn
we produce ut home or propose to produce st
home, which tariff, while raising rovenue, is a
diserimination in favor of the domestic pro-
ducer and against the forelgn produooeer,
'hat Is, wo say bring what you have got to
Us LLBt wo ean not grow of make, without
burdon or restriction, without taril or condi-
tion, but if you want to bring hero whay we
do produce and can produce to compete with
our producers and share this market with
thiem, then suoh Iprmlunt must bear the bur
don of o tarnl.  I< not that rigbti

The Troe American Prineiple,

I wo werp Just beginning anew as n gov-
ornment und bad never had a tariff law,
woula pot that be the correct prineiplel Tha
things we can not make for ouraslves or pro-
auce for ourselves wo must buy alsowhers,
and, therefore, wa want no tux upon Lhem,
but the things we can produce among our-
melves and for ourselves, 1t s oconomy for
our people to vuy from each other, and if
tho forelgn producer wnnts Lo enjoy auy part
of this market, he wust be subject to the
torms wo shall fix in the intorest of our own
countrymen. Thatls tho principle of pro-
toction. That 1s the dootrine of patrlotism,
That 1s the principle of our country first and
our countrymen first, Thatis the princinie
of home and family, That is the docirine of
true Amoncanism, The republican party

ns never hesituted to imposa duties upon
noncompeting foreign  products whenever
the revenue necessitios of the governmeny ra=
quired i1, buv believe fn it only as a puolic
necessity,

We have free trade among ourselves
throne bout cur forty-four states and the ter-
ritories, This is beeause we are one fumiiy;
oo country. We haye one standard of clti-
menship, one flag, ona constitution, onoe nn-
tion, one destiny. That is why wo have free
trado umong ourselves. Our rolations with
tho nations oulside are nocessarily different
from cur relations among ourselves, They
Aroe o separite organism—a distinet and inde-
pondent political society organized to work
ot their own desuny, They are our commer-
clol rivals,. Weo deny to these foroign na-
tiona teado with us upon the same terms we
enjoy among ourselves, Tho foreign pro-
ducer 14 not entitled to equallty with us in
this market. Ho pays no taxes; he ls not
amonable to our laws; he performs no clvil
or military duties; ho is uxemgt from stule,
county and municipul taxes; he contributes
nothing primarily to the support of the gov-

ernment or its progress or prosperitv. Upon
what prinelple, 1 pray you, should ne
enjoy equal privieges and profita in
our murkets  with  our producers,

our laporers, our taxpavers! Wa have no
way of renching him except Lthrough the cus-
tomhouse. He Is unknown to our tax col-
lestor who visits us annually—but this official
can not visit bim, ‘The arm of the stateis
too short and the power of the federal gov-
ernment too limited to touchanything he has
or possosses. And so we say, to him, when
Wou want to bring your products here to
compets withours, this being our home, our
natural market, “those rroduau must have
attached to them a pondition, and that con-
dltion shall be the %uymnnt of dutles which
ahall go {nto the public treasury to relieve in
mﬂ. the m%'v'an of the United Stalss from
e burdeus which rest upon them,”

., Pree Trade Rovoiutionizes Values.

Frea trade gives to the foreign producer
equal privileges with us. Upon what prin-
clplo of fair ptay should he have them! It
fovites the products of bis cheaper Inbor to
this market to destroy the domestic praduct
representing the bigber and better paia labor
of ours. It destroys our factories or reduces
our lavor to the level of theirs, It iocreases
foreign production but diminishes howme pro-
duction. It will kinale fires in the furnaces
of England and extioguish tho fires 1n our
own. It will close theiron mines of the
greal northwest and leave unteannted the
conl and coke regions of the east, 1t will do
all this with unerring cortaipty unloss the
stapdard of American labor shall be pullad
down to the plane and condition of fereign
labor -one or the other is inovitable. In any
oven: it deatroys the dignity and indepen-
denco of American labor, diminishes thelr

and employment, decreases their capao
ty to vuy tho products of the farm aud the
gommodities of thoe morchant. We eannot
bavo fres teads 1o this countey without hav-
iong free trade conditions. The democratio
platform demnnds it upon these conditions
and 15 bound to have it at any cost,

The worla knows what thess conditions
are. Tho farmers of Englond know what
they are. The workingman of Eogiand
understand these conditions. Thousands of
men who bhave worked on both sides of the
oovan and under both systems konow those
conaltions, To introduce them here will be
8 costly expenment. It will bring wide-
ppread discontent, It will revolutionlze
values, It will tnke away wore thun one-half
of the earning capueity of bran and brawn.
Worso than ali that, it will take away from
tho people of this countey who work fora
living—and the majority of tham live by tho
sweut of thelr faces—it will tuke from them
bieart and hopo and homa, It will be self-
destruction. Free wade results in giving
our money, our manufactures and our mur-
kets to other natlons. Frowegtion keeps
money, markeis sud manufactures at home.

But tLey say protection is a burden upon
the peonle.  Mr. Cleveland joins the cholr of
calamiiy.
